putting him upon his Trial. But here the whole 
Legiflature is arraign’d before the People at the Ia- 
ftance of Mr. D’ s, who, asin this Paper he is 
the fole Profecuror and the fole Witnefs, fo probably 
in the next he will, in the Name of the People, de- 
clare himfelf fole Judge. Is not all this moft reafon- 
able and moft equitable ? Is not the whole Scene car- 
ried on with the greateft Decency and Probability ? 
May not Caleb D’ Anvers, Eſq; of Gray's-Inm accufe 
both Houfes of Parliament, as well as Solicitor Coke, 
who was alfo a Barrifter of Gray⸗ Inn, prayed Judg- 
ment againft his Sovereign? "Tis true the latter had 
a Rabble of Witneffes, and the former has none at 
all; but that makes no great Difference, or if it 
fhould, pve Caleb Time and he will call the fame 
Witnefles who fwore fo roundly about Dunkirk, toge- 
ther with the Honourable Gentlemen who told him 
at the Beginning of the King’s Reign, that a Sum of 
Moncy would be demanded in Parliament for defray- 
ing the Expences of the King’s Coronation, together 
with another Perfon of Diftinétion who affur’d him, 
thar jhis Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales would 
never be brought over. If any fhould obje@, that 
ic is very improbable that either he or any of his Con- 
federares fhould be let into Court Secrets, let them 
be told, that no Secrets can be kept from them, that 
the Whifpers in Cabinets of Princes are echoed to 
them, that they overheard the Conferences at Ma- 
drid, and lookingspver Mr. Keene’s Shoulder faw 
tw things in his ches that he never faw 
himfelf. Itc is true, thefe things are hard of Dige- 
ftion, bur the Caufe requires it, and down you muft 
get them, — or you are a Publick Enemy and fhall 
never be — M—r. 

But tho’ the Craftfmen expe& us to believe what- 
ever they tell us without Evidence, yet they are fo 
juft, or fo gencrous at leaft as ro truft us now and chen 
with a little Reafon. Thus in the Paper before us ic 
is fhewn argumentatively that we may bave Parlia- 
ments, and want them at one and the fame Time. 
For we may have a Houfe of Commons compoied of 
nominal Reprefentatives, which it feems is no Houfe 
of Commons, and we may want real Reprefentatives 
who, as we are told, are the only fort of Folks can 
make a Houfe of Commons. But to diftinguifh a no- 
minal Reprefentative from a real Reprefentative, for 
that we muft go to Mr. D’ Anvers’s Chambers. But 
as many People may live at a great Diftance from 
Gray's-inn, and therefore not care to take that Trou- 
ble, I have with much ado found out the true Mode 
of DiftinG&ion. By the People of England, or of Great- 
Britain in all Writings of this fort, we are to under- 
ftand only the wife People, that is, the Malecontents. 
This Point. being-fettled, the reft follows of Courfe. 
Nominal Reprefentatives are ſuch Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, as from Motives of Loyalty and 
Moderation aé peaceably and regularly, and endea- 
vour to do the Bufinel of the Nation inftead of pur- 
ting it into a Flame. Such People may indeed call 
themfelves Reprefentatives of the People of Great- 
Britain, but it is plain in the Craftfman"s Senfe.they 
cannot be fo, their Behaviour fhews it. As to real 
Reprefentatives again, they are fuch as by their Con- 
duct thew themfelves to be in the fame Sentiments 


-with thofe they reprefent, who fpeech, cabal, vote; 


and if all this won't do, fecede. Is not this Demon- 
fration? Can there be any clearer than chat thefe 
only are real Reprefentatives? Ler us have a Houfe 
compofed of thefe, and the Ends of the People of 
Britain, that is of the wife People of Britain, will be 
fully anfwered, the Miniftry will be ſent to the De- 
vil, and thofe who hate them enjay their Places. 
The reft of the Paper is a Serics of unconnected 
Arguments againft feptennial Parliaments. To thofe 
there needs no farther Reply than this, that the Law 
by which feptennial Parliaments are eftablifhed, isa 
fuaw of the Land, and aPart of the Confiitution ; 
and that before ir became fuch, all thefe, and many 
more Reafons againft it were confidered, and had 
their proper Weight. To tell the People the refore 





that they cannor be true Friends to their un- 
lefs they are very uneafy at che fubfifting of this Law, 
and no Iefs uneafy at the want of another Law tor 
excluding Placemen, is, in my Opinion, as bold a 
Step as that which without any Foundation they 
would eft the Government is able to take ; it 
being equally injurious to our prefent Conftitution to 
infift ptorily for the taking four Years from the 
next Parliament, as ic would be to think of adding 
two to this, nor can any other Diftinétion be made 
but this; that all things are juft and lawful for the 
Malecontents, and nothing jaft and lawful unlefs ic 
ferves their Purpofe. With refpe& to what is faid of 
the Rights of the Crown to call, and to diffolve Par- 
liamen's, and of the Rights of the People in the ſame 
calling and diffolving, j cannot help obférving that 
whoever confiders them attentively, will ee that they 
are deftrudtive of each other. For the King cannot 
exert his Right without judging for himfelf when ic 
is convenient to exert it, and yet this Right of jndg- 
ing is the very Right which, according to the Craft/- 
man’s Doétrine, refides in the People. It is a ftrange 
thing that our Politicians will be everlaftingly look - 
ing out new Rights, and difputing about them, when 
there ate fo many things of greater Importance to be 
minded. But thefe People will have their Way, 
and therefore when Mr. D Anvers is next in the Hu- 
mour, I would recommend it to him to eaquire when 
amongft all their Rights the good People of Britain 
will have————.a Right to be quiet. 

There is one thing I cannot help wondering at, 
when I reflect how wile thefe People take themſelve⸗ 
to be, and that is their chufing to attack the fepten- 
nial Act at this Junture. — Body knows the 
chief Intent of this Law was to fiill thofe Hearts, and 
if poflible to ex:inguifh thofe Feuds which were wont 
to be kindled abom Elections. Now if this End had 
been thoroughly anfwered, if thefe Heats and Jealou- 
fies were intirely taken away, if the People were ab- 
folutely calm and quiet, if we had no Parties amongtt 
us, no avowed Enemies to the publick Peace, ic 
might be reafonable to repeal this Law, and introduce 
triennial Parliaments again, becaufe ic might be rea- 
fonable to expeét they would not be atrended with 
their old Inconveniencies. But when we fee this is 
fo far from being the Cafe, that Eleétions create 

ater Stirs and Feuds than ever, that by the Con- 
effion of the Malecontents themfelvesa the Nation is 
in a univerfal Ferment, and in the midf of thefe Dif- 
orders at home that we are entering on a War abroad. 
All thefe things I fay confidered, to recommend this 
as a proper Time for the repeal of the feptennial AG, 
or asthe Craft(man e mphatically reprefonts it, trug- 
ling for fuch a repeal, is altogether incomprehenfi- 
Bic, and in my poor Opinion ferves only to fhew that 
there are Men amonpft us who will propofe any thing, 
nay and flrugele for any thing that may keep us em 
broiled amongft ourfelves, and render it impoflible 
for us to exert our natural Strength even againft thofe 
foreign Enemies themfelves have drawn in fuch odi- 
ous — and if this be Patriotifm, 1 would be 
lad to know what is Sedition. 

We all know chat nothing is more common than 
for thefe difcerning and free {peaking Politicians co 
charge other People with dangerous Correfpondencies. 
But fure the Commons of Great- Britain muft be blind 
indeed, if they do not obferve how exactly the Cra/t/- 
man and Common Senfe, which may be truly fliled the 
Manifefto’s of the Malecontents at home, agree with 
the Manifefto publifhed by the King of Spain. In 
the former we ate told what things are wanting to 
unite and content the uncafy Minds of thofe who are 
earneftly concerned for the publick Welfare: In the 
latter we read England agitated by domeftick Diviti- 
ons, and fo on thus they echo to cach other, and ask 
them what Queftion you will, they are everlaftingly 
in the fame Tone. The Malecontents cry the Spe- 
niards, whenever you ask what’s the Matter; and the 
Spaniards when you demand Juftice, prefently talk of 
your Malecomrents. Now things are come to aCrifis, 
their Union appears more plainly, for at the fame 
time his Catholick Majefty prepares to act offenfively 
againgt England, the Crajt{man declares openly ↄgainit 
che Legiflature; and while che Government is ctak- 
ing all poffible Meafures to exert our national 
Strength abroad, thefe worthy Patriots labour to put 
us in a Flame at home. The more Miſchiei the bet- 


tce 





ter Sport is their Maxim ; and as they have hitherto | 
done a thoufaed Mi(chiefs with Impunity, fo like old 
Offenftrs their Coniciences are Cafe-hard’ned, and 
they are as infenfible of Shame as of Concern for the 
publick Good. 


Perhaps it may be thought that in this Paper I have 
deviated a little from that Moderation which is Spire 
of a thoufand Provocations I have hitherto preferved. 
But whoever attentively confiders the Occafion, will 
hold me fuffieirntly excufed. No fooner did his Ma- 
jeſt rotlamation come out fixing the time for the 
Derilement to meet and do Bufined, than out came 
this Proclamation from the Malecontents, telling 
them what Bufinefs it was expe&ed they fhould do, 
‘on pain of being declared nominal, not real, Repre- 
fentatives; and in Confequence thereof ao Parliament 
atall. Surcly fuch an A&@ of Infolence as this ought 
not fo pafs unheeded, nor ought any Afperity io Lan- 
guage to be complained of, where fo faucy a Pro- 
ceeding ischaftized. Be it as it will, the Impudence 
of thefe Men's Writings is a fufficient Evidence of 
their Fa'fhood, and it is a comperent Anfwer to the 
whole fourteen Volumes of the Craft/man, to fay, 
Their duthor walks the Streets unterrified by any thine 
a the Stings of bis own Confcience ; and bis Publijber's 

ari are yet uncircumcized, tho” in any other Country 
the Law would fcarcely bave been contented with bis 
Head.
